sented to be the Friebds' Supply Com- 
pany, of aiith and Vine streets, Cincin- 
nati, and 405 Arch street, Philadelphia. 
Richardson's game ia manifestly a awiii- 
dle, and the scheme ia so transparent 
that the wonder is he was able to work 
anybody, however unsophisticated they 
may be. 


Riohardaon is a tall man ot fair per- 


sonal address, having four fingers oat or 
worn off one ot bis hands. Be had been 
in Deoatar a week or two and suddenly 
disappeared Saturday morning, when ho 
probably became aware of the fact that 
the offioera were looking tor him. Be 
worked bis system principally among the 
colored people of the community. Be 
made a pretense ot selling upright piaooi 
on the monthly installment plan, $2 
down, and $2 a month until tba given 
amount is paid ont, when tiie piano ia to 
be delivered free ot oharg«, and each 
buyer is to be givan one year's lessons 
free ot charge. No interest ia exacted on 
the deferred payments. The main thing 
with Richardson was to get the two 
dollars down. That was his game. It is 
not known how many victims he secured. 
but it is ascertained that he got $1 oat ot 
Robert Blue, formerly poandmaster for 
Deoatnr township. 


It ia as good as a circus to hear Bine 


tell how Richardson "done him up." The 
scheme was explained to Blue and Blue 
was *» patient 
listener. 
Richardson 


offered to sell a 8200 piaco on payments 
of $2 a month. 
Tha house insisted on 


the payment of 92 down; bnt Blue didn't 
ha vs bat a dollar, and he confessed it. 
Richardson yearned tor that dollar, and 
as it was plain that Blue didn't bare any 
more, Richardson struck a bright idi>a to 
get it, and at thesame time pull the wool 
over Mr. Blue'a eye's. 


"Tell yoa what I'll do,"' s»id Riohard- 


son. "Yon have a dollar and I will give 
you one: that will make two. Bere it 
is," and Blue took it. "Kow, then,; yoa 
give me the 'two dollars," said Richard- 
son, "ana the conditions of the house 
will be complied with," and Blue forked 
ovtr ths r.iro dollars", receiving in return 
tLia receipt written out in pencil Li 
RiohardsoD :

Bdlv Lippin assaulted Editor Ritchie 
and the two men fought viciously all 
around the room, with the odda in favor 
of the editor until Otis came forward and 
aided Lappin in the scrap, Ritchie fell 
totb * ton his back, snd eye- witnesses 
3»y that IJappin jumped no to the editor 
with both feet, seriously braising the 
head and fao» of the pugilistic peaail- 
posber. Ritchie howled with pain. It 
was thought tor a time that be was fa- 
tally hurt, bat be recovered in a few min- 
utes, and order WM restored. Immedi- 
ately the two young men wen arrested 
on a charge ot riot, and this afternoon 
til* trial ia in progren in 'Squire MoWil- 
hama' oonrt.

Did it 
not bring a blush of shame to the cheek 
of American senators to think even ot 
the gigentio frauds upon decency, the 
monstrous outrages upon the elective 
franchise which bad been perpetrated 
within the last few months in that great 
commonwealth? What a disgrace to the 
American bar, and what a humiliation to 
the judiciary of a noble state had become 
the name of that judge (referring to 
Judge Maynafd), the tool and willing 
agont, who had sold his judicial birth- 
right for a mess of miserable political 
pottage. 


All good people everywhere in Amer- 


ica, regardless of their political iiffillia- 
lions, should join in trying to make 
stronger and more efficient every guard 
Hnd protection for honest elections.

Important Pension Rulings. 


Assistant Secretary of tbe Interior 


Reynolds made four important pension 
rulings Tuesday. He decided that the 
act of congress prohibiting payment of 
pensions after July, 1893, to a non-resi- 
dent of the United Btatee, except for 
actual service disabilities, applies to 
widows who are non-resident aliens; that 
where a soldier dies leaving a legally 
divorced nife nud minor children over 1C 
years old his mother occupied a pension- 
able status, and can apply for and receive 
a pension as dependent mother of such 


j soldier upon making necessary proof, and 


that where an invalid pensioner dies 
leaving no increase or rerating claim 
pending at the bureau, but has accepted 
the rate ot pension then received with- 
out demurring, the widow can not file an 
original claim for rerating of her dead 
husband's pension. 


It is aleo decided that the commis- 


sioner of pensions has no authority to 
change terms of contract for pension 
attorneys' fees where the contract with 
claimant was in accordance with law, nor 
can he refuse to issue pension to a claim- 
ant because allowance is insufficient to 
pay the fee contracted for.

at 3012 California avenue in St. Loma. 
Charley was an eleotno trimmer for the 
Edison Illuminating company, and wa* 
electrocuted by a live wire opposite the 
third floor of Brandt's ihoe store on 
Broadway and Morgan streets. 
The 


Post Dispatch of last evening gives the 


\ particulars of the accident aa follows 


Projecting from the third floor of 


Brandt's building is a big transparency 
illuminated on the ontaide by a row of 
mcandeseent. lamps and fiom within by 
a big aro light. The transparency is sap- 
ported by intersecting iron braces, and 
there is a perfect net-work of wiroa 
Wltbm feeding the aro and the incandes- 
cent lamps. Ibis morning Chi>atham 
went up to put new jarbons in the arc 
light 
He knelt out on ths window 


ledge, grasped the lamp with his right 
hand and drew it toward him and took 
hold of tbe metal pulley rope for raising 
and lowering the lamp witt hie left hand 
Bernard Fleickel and F W. Meateraaeher 
Brandt's employes stood near the win 
dow watching him.

Mr Ayers said that Ohfatham 


was killed by & "sneak Lurrent ' The 
metal pulley rope had become ohargec 
by some ot the many wires in its vicinity 
"The BomdeLt would not have occurred,' 
he said, "bid Cheatham obey el order 
and wore rnVber gloves "

Th*-eleotion in Chicago yesterday was 


a remarkable election in many respect*. 
Cl»v»!and carried the city in 1892 by 
32,360, and last spring Carter Harrison 
for mayor carried it again by 20,000 in 
round numbers. 
Yesterday, however, 


John F. Hopkins, the Democratic nom- 
inee for mayor, who was backed by the 
Cleveland administration with all the 
power it could command, carried the city 
by only about 1300 votes against George 
B. Swift. This wan a ,jreat trimming 
down of the Democratic majority. It is 
the more remarkable when we consider 
the tact that it was a special election on 
a cold day, and yet Swift polled as many 
votes as Benjamin Harrison had in 1892, 
and Hopkins only fell short ot the Cleve- 
land vote 21,000. 


In the election yesterday, though only 


a special election, a total vote of about 
226,000 was polled. 
This ia twice as 


many votes as were cast in the states of 
Maine and Louisiana respectively in 1892. 
It is 20,000 more votes than the states ot 
Nevada, Mississippi, Idaho, Montana, 
North Dakota and Wyoming, altogether, 
cast tor president in 1892. 
The total 


vote ie only 10,000 votes abort ot the 
total vote polled in the states of New 
Hampshire, Oregon and South Dakota in 
1892. It is only 10,000 votes short of 
the total vote east in 1892 for president 
in the states ot South Carolina, Missis- 
sippi and Louisiana. It ia three times 
as many votes as were cast in West Vir- 
ginia ic 1892, and more than foar times 
as many votes as Vermont polled in 1892. 


These figures convey some idea to

A DEADLY BOMB 


That Was Found TJnexnloded in the 


Lyceum Theater-Polios Dlioov 


fries In Barcelona. 


LONDON, Dec. 20.—The correspond- 


ent at Barcelona of the Central News 
say fc that the police have unearthed 
several branches of an anarchist so- 
ciety and have seized documents and 
books pertaining to the cause. Many 
arrests are expected to follow. The 
documents seized disclose the names of 
those belonging to the society and 
their modus operand!. The rules are 
framed on the most stringent lines, 
and death is threatened to traitors to 
the society. 
Elaborate precautions 


are laid down for the safety of mem- 
bers. The police have also traced the 
makers of six bombs that were discov- 
ered in various places in Barcelona. A 
majority of these bomb-makers are 
already in prison. 


The analysis of experts w ho examined 


the bomb thrown into the Lyceum 
theater that did not explode has been 
published. The bomb weighed a kilo- 
gramme, and the casing was a centi- 
meter thick. The missile was divided 
into two parts. 
The first section, 


which was roughly made, contained 
eleven tubes. The second section dis- 
played better workmanship. This con- 
bained nine tubes. The experts state 
that had this bomb exploded scarcely 
anyone in the exposed parts of the 
theater would have escaped alive. The 
only thing that prevented its explosion 
was its faulty make.
